NEW HORRORS OF WAR. 



Barbarities on the Increase. 

BGcent files of Eiiroi-.'.inu papcvH 

■ briug fresh details of t'hu Ijorrois still 
'•nactiug at the Rctit of wiir. To-(luy 
>V6 give tbo evitlouco of sovoi-iil fairly 
unprejudiced wituesHoa, aud the tale 
even in its least gbuslly form much re- 
nemblea those with which we are al- 
ready too familiar. 

Aq officer in the British service, 
Lieut.-Col. Brackenbury, of the Boyal 
Artillery, is engaged as a special mili- 
tary correspondent of the Loudon 
'Times.' In a recent letter to that 
paper he writes as follows : — 

''We all feel sorry for the poor fel- 
lows who are driven to fight against a 
■warlike nation from the noith, instead 
of cultivating roses. But tbo pity be- 
comes mingled with a atoruer yeu^e of 
juEtico when later we fiud murdered 
Bulgarian peasants strewing tbe 
ground with their threats cut from ear 

...to ear, aYid others with gashes on their 
v' ' heads and skulls dashed in. But again 
comes the recoil to pity when Prince 
Wicbtenstein rides up and snvs that 
the Bulgarians are murdering tbe 
i-wounded Turks; the slaves acting like 
an other enslaved people when they 
escape from the lash of tbo master. 
This war is not an affair of civilization, 
but of horror upon horror. The Kiis- 
Bian officers do all they can to prevent 
atrooitiea of every sort- According to 
rsgttlation' the inhabitants, whether 
Turks oi Bulgarians, are treated with 
mercy and consideration ; tbe code is 
milder than that of tbo Prussians, but 
tbe Russian soldier looks on the Turk 
as an animal whom he has to chase and 
kill. Discipline prevents the Russians 
from committing excesses, but the Bul- 
garians have not tbo same obedience to 
orders, and have felt the Turkish yoke 
They will kill if they cmi. Among tlie 
Russian ofhcers it is i-aid, "We began 
by making war on the Turks for the 
sake of tbo Bulgarian.s; we shall end 
by makins war on tlio BulLrariaus for 
the sake of tbo Turks." Wlicn later 
•we passed back over the field of battle 
to visit tbe wounded tbe Bulgarian 
peasants were pillaging tbe dead, and 
were drlTen from their foul work by 
indignant commands and a threat of 

. ^Cossack whips. Tbo position of tbo 
'future ruler of Bulgariii will be ex- 
tremely difficult. But what is to bj 
expected from a peoiile who have lieon 
enslaved for conturjes, to whom uiiii- 
tary service — the true fountain of hon- 
or— has been forbidden, whose women 
have been tbe propriity of tlieir mas- 
ters? I assert from my own knouiedgo 
that ono of the chief quarrels tlu> Bul- 
garian men have had with the Turks 
is that their wives and daughlers are

The apccial corruspuuiloiit of the 
Edinburgh Sjolsinan, wiio was with 
General Gourkluj in iii-^ bold lido 
through Schipkal'L>.ss, writing fiom th.-'' 
officer's headquartersAugust 1, says. - 
••Within thirty yurds of where I ha. I 
Bought repose for a few hour.s of night, 

''I came upon a house, the walls utill 
intact, but witb.Hunio of tLe iV()(j(!worlc 
still smoldering, hiucli ^iciTu s, al.as! 
had during tbo past leu iiiiys been but 

nUiO oommoo, and I would havo passed 
it by unheeded but that a Bi«kening 
stench excited my curiosity, and I 
peeped in at what had hMu tlui door. 
It is no oxaggeratioTi to say that what 
liltlo hair I had left on my lu-iid rose 
with revolting terror at the awful sight 
proBonted to me. The shell of the 
bouse inclosed a mass of burned Bul- 
' gaviansl. Swollen, blackened corp.'sc'i 
on a battle field, mutilated trmiku, im- 
paled babios, orucifuMl women, foinalo.s 
cut opon--all had 1 seen; y(it none 
possessed halt tbe terrible horror of 
this ghastly commingling of charred 
Bkoletons and half cousumod boclies. 
Only part of them were exposed, for the 
tborhad ffdlen in on the south side, 



and covered more than half the floor 
space; but in the heap nearest the door 
I counted[tbe remains of 33 human 

beings, besides the disconnected limbs 
of many more. They were of all ages 
andhoth sexes. On the day before at the 
capture of Yeni-Zaghra, the Turks in 
the town had risen upon the Bulgarians 
and driven them into tbe houses select- 
ed for the purpose, looked thern in, 
surrounded the houses, sot fire to them, 
and made of the Bulgarian wretches 
a burnt ofl'ei'ing to their vengeance. 
Here, near tho door, was the blackou- 
od corpse of a amn who had tried to 
force the door while the flames were 
circling overhead, but he had been shot 
in the chest, as could be seen from the 
bullet hole iu tbo charred llosh. There 
was a akelolou, tiie vortebrio of which 
hiid curled uj); another was doubled 
up with the most expressive contor- 
tions; a fourth, apparently that of a 
woman, had iu .^gouy clasped tbe neck 
of a liftli at its side. Over against this 
lieiip were several with the bones of 
the legs drawn up, tho skull thrown 
back, and grinning flesbless iu the 
most ghastly manner. The remains of 
youths and babes wore also there, logs 
and arms twisted and bent past re 
semblance to human form; while limbs 
and skulls strewn here and there, 
showed that the hackpd bodies of the 
dead bad been thrown into the terrible 
furnace with the JiTing. -.jPurther up 
tbe village vras' : ariothSr hi'depus pile, 
but words fail raVj and the heart turns 
sick at the very rafnembrance of it. 
Here I counted the remains of 27 
human beings." *

The book of the Bnssiaa iiiTasiou of 
Turkey ■ffonld appear to hare been brok- 
en. The London Bail]/ Nsw.t, strongly 
pro-EuBBian in aoutimont, coufosso.s that 
tlio campaign lins virtually ondod in the 
dofoat of the Eussinns, who must either 
retreat north of tho Danube or draw 
together their widoly extended and atten- 
uated linos and coucoutrnto thair army iu 
Eoumelia at Nikopolis, or some other 
strong position whera a good bridge ex- 
iBtB. As the winter approaches the Dan- 
ube -will be oloBod to navigation and the 
liver may be oroasod on the ice iu many 
places. The roal dangers the Unssiana 
will then have to face -will ho that of n 
Turkish army oroB3ing on the ico and 
threatening the Russian railway coinmu- 
nioations in Eoumania. If tho Turks 
should succeed in destroying tho depot of 
aupplias formod at liuoharest and in tap- 
ping the Eoumanian railway syHteiu," tho 
Russians south of the Dauubu wonUl bo 
as effectually cut oli" from the receipt of 
reinforoements and supplies as -were the 
Russian armies in Asia Minor after the 
fall of Sukem Kaloh. If the desponding 
tone of tlie Dnih/ .News is justified by 
facts, tho aal'oty of tho Eussian army in 
Eoumolia lios in its crossing as fast as 
poBsibloto tho northern shore ()£ tho Dan- 
ube, and there awaiting friendly media- 
tion, or preparing for the next year's cam- 
paign. The situation of tho Eussian army 
is alarming. The soldiors have h«c,n all 
that could be aesirod— strong, aotire. 
Trilling and obodieut. But they have 
been needlessly sacrificed by being 
■ dashed against impregnable fortresses by 
ignorant and incompetunt generals, who, 
intheir efforts to imitate Moltko without 
his method, have destroyed the flower of 
the Kusaian Empire. The personal pre- 
sence of tho Czar on the fiold of battle in- 
spired hia soldiers to deeds of daring;' 
but it could not supply his generals with 
brains. Tho position of tho Czar is a 
trying one, for the recent disasters will 
so anger the Russian people that they 
may revolt and drive the Eomanoff dy- 
nasty from the Throne— perhaps break 
the colossal Eussian Empire into frag- 
ments. Whocantcir? The _ position of 
Germany is boing dourly doliued. Ger- 
many will not bo sorry to know that Rus- 
sian arms have met with a great reverse 
and that their /:res«.ve is destroyed. Tho 
German imd Axistrian Premiers will hold 
a conference to-day, when fanuiy matters 
will bo talked over and, perhaps, a plan 
for friendly mediation j arranged. Tho 
EuBsians have lost more men in the recent 
campaign than twenty-five years of peace 
will replace.

Tho manifesto says dissolu- 
tion iv.TH necessary becnuso the olcotioua 
of '70 endangered the prosperity of tho 
country by snbordinatang thsgovornment 
to tho influence uf r.idical chiofs, and be- 
oauso this state of affairs was tending to 
establish a disposition towards tbo despo- 
tism of the oonYentioii; The manifesto 
oonolndes: "You aro told that I wish to 
overturn tho roi)iiblio;you will notbeliove 
it. AVhat I ej:i)ect of you is that you will 
support that chamber, which, rising above 
competitions of imrties oocuijy itself 
with tho moral grandeur and material 
prosperity of France and wishes for tran- 
quility and peace. You will listen to a 
soldier belonging to no party, serving no 
revolutionary or retrograde passion and 
who is only guided by love of his coun- 
try." 

Tho Times' oorrospondont is also assur- 
ed that tho manifesto contains tho follow- 
ing sentenoa; "I cannot obey injuctious 
of demagogues, I shall remain and defend 
with the Senate the great interests which 
have bueu outrustod to mo." Correspon- 
dent considers this expression so grave 
that he gives it under reserve. 

NewY'^ouk, Sept. It). — Times si)ooial 
from London correspondent at headquar- 
ters of the Ozarowitoh at £iela telegraphs 
under date of Monday, that a desperate 
enganement was fought in tho valley of 
the Lorn that day. Thirty-two battalions 
and 8 liatterioif, comprising the whole of 
troops under command of Czarowitch at- 
tacked Assaf Pasha's division at Sirakeny.
